“ My F e l l o w C it i z e n s — It has given 
me great pleasure as I have journeyed 
throught this glorious state to observe 
evidences both of patriotism and of 
prosperity. 
We 
have pretty much 
everything in this conutry to make it 
happy. 
We have good money, we have 
ample revenues, we have unquestioned 
national credit, but w hat we want is 
new markets, and as trade follows the 
flag, it looks very much as if wq were 
going to have new markets.” 
At Red Oak, la., the president faced 
a crowd which was estimated at abont 
5,000 people. 
He ref erred in his speech to the death 
of Ensign Merritt of the battleship 
Maine, when the vessel was sunk in 
Havana harbor, Merritt was from Red 
( >uk. Secretary Gage and Postmaster 
General vn ilson also spoke. 
By tar the largest aud most vocifer­ 
ous crowd gathered at Creston, la. 
The population is only a little more than 
7.000, but excursron tram s had brought 
in many from neighboring points and 
the result was a mass of humanity esti 
mated at 12,000. 
The president said in 
part: 
“I do not know a period of our his­ 
tory when the country enjoyed more 
real and substantial prosperity than it 
does today. The job hunts the man 
now, not the man the job, and where 
that condition exists labor is always 
hi tter rewarded. In everyone of the 
great industries of the country we are 
feeling a degree of prosperity which 
gives n w hope to all oar people. 
Not 
only are the people reasonably prosper 
ons, but the government in which you 
are all interested is alike prosperous 
We have had no bad luck lately (great 
applause) our financial condition was 
never better than it is now.” 
Farther along in his speech he said. 
“ M y F e l l o w C i t i z e n s —I w ant to 
leave one other thought with you, and 
that is that we have been united and 
therefore strong and invincible in war. 
W e must continue united until the end 
of this struggle. 
We must have no 
differences among ourselves while we 
are settling differences with somebody 
else, aud when we have made that set­ 
tlement in the interest of justioe aud 
civilization and humanity we can re­ 
sume our domestic differences, if we 
want to.” 
At Burlington the president was taken 
in a carriage through the brilliantly 
lighted streets and for abont 20 blocks 
was kept busy lifting his hat in response 
to the wild cheers of the citizens of 
Burlington. 
He had a hard time get­ 
ting back to the car through the crowd. 
At Galesburg, Ills., the president 
faced abont 6, OOtipeople. On the platform 
w ith him stood Major General Shafter, 
who was the orator at Galesburg’s 
peace jubilee,

W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 14.—Mrs. Sher­ 
man, wife of former Secretary of State 
John Sherman, has suffered a stroke of 
paralysis aud now lies at her K street 
home iii a very critical condition. 
W bile unattended in the bathroom 
slie was stricken with paralysis and fell 
to the floor unconscious. 
Mr. Sherman 
heard her fall and immediately sum­ 
moned the servants. Dr. W. W. John­ 
ston aud Dr. Frank Hyatt responded to 
the call for physicians. 
The stroke has affected her entire 
right side, and even in brief periods of 
consciousness she has been unable to 
speak. She has seemed slightly im ­ 
proved. She recovers consciousness at 
times. At one tim e.she evidently rec­ 
ognized Mr. Sherman. 
Mrs. Sherman’s health always has 
broil exceptionally good, and while she

Colonel tiirard G one to P hiladelp hia to 


Arrange For Sick o f Camp M eade, 


C am p M e a d e , M i d d l e t o w n , Pa., Oct. 
14.—Colonel Girard, chief surgeon of 
the Second corps, went to Philadelphia 
to arrange with hospital authorities in 
that city to care for the sick in the hos­ 
pitals at Camp Meade. 
He is prepar­ 
ing for the movement south, aud is 
sending the sick soldiers away to out­ 
side hospitals at the rate of about 40 a 
day. 
He calculated that in ten days the 
hospitals at the camp will be pretty 
w e ll relieved of sick. There were 310 
sick soldiers in the First division hospi­ 
tal. 
A number of them are suffering 
from typhoid fever. Colonel Girard 
H opes to secure the consent of the Red 
Cross society to the abandonment of the 
ociety’s hospital in the southern camp 
aud the placing of the female nurses 
therein in the wards of the division 
hospital.

A special train consisting of one box 
car, three apparently empty coaches 
aud a caboose passed through here last 
evening which bore two carloads of ne­ 
groes taken through here to Springfield 
Wednesday. The traiu went south and, 
by a clever ruse, succeeded in passing 
through Virden quietly aud without in­ 
terference. 
A big crowd of miners was 
at the station, but the militia held them 
in check. 
When the train stopped at the stock­ 
ade Captain Bevier, who was in com­ 
mand, then shouted: 
“Don't allow 
any one to disembark from that train.” 
The gate was opened and a file of sol­ 
diers rushed out on the double quick 
with fixed bayonets and lined up along­ 
side of the train. General Manager 
Lnkens requested, then demanded that 
their employes be allowed to iand and 
enter the stockade. The officer replied 
that he was uuder orders from Gov­ 
ernor Tanner to prevent the disembark­ 
ing of any negro miners at the works 
and he would have to carry out those 
instructions. 
The train pulled out, 
headed south. 
By this time the advance guard of 
strikers gathered at the depot had ad­ 
vanced up the track to w ithin IOO yards 
of the stockade. The presence of the 
armed bluecoats in the lookout boxes 
evidently halted them, as they re­ 
mained there until the train passed, 
when they greeted it with waving hats 
and cheers for Governor Tanner, who 
they believed had been instrum ental in 
starting the blacks on their homeward 
journey.

It showed con­ 
tributions amounting to $460,000 from 
11 dioceses during the past three years. 
Among toe resolutions presented and 
referred were those proposing an ap­ 
peal to congress for an amendment to 
the federal constitution providing for 
uniform laws on marriage and divorce; 
extending the causes on which coadju­ 
tor bishops may be chosen; providing 
for a deputation to attend the next gen­ 
eral synod of the church of England in 
Canada. 
The latter resolution was 
adopted nnauimonsly, showing the ten­ 
dency toward unifying the church. 
The consideration of the constitution 
was resumed, aud article IO of the re­ 
vision, providing strict limitations on 
alterations of the prayer book was 
adopted unanimously. 
The bouse of bishops temporarily put 
aside the divorce question. 
Its chief 
work was to agree to a rearrangement 
of five of the missionary districts in 
the west.

The remarks of President McKinley 
at Hastings were as follows: 
“ My F e l l o w C it i z e n s —It has given 
me great pleasure as I have journeyed 
throught this glorious state to observe 
evidences both of patriotism and of 
prosperity. 
We 
have pretty much 
everything in this country to make it 
happy. 
We have good money, we have 
ample revenues, we have unquestioned 
national credit, but what we want is 
new markets, and as trade follows the 
flag, it looks very much as if w% were 
going to have new markets.” 
At Red Oak, la., the president faced 
a crowd which w as estimated at about 
5,000 people. 
He referz ed in his speech to the death 
of Ensign Merritt of the battleship 
Maine, when the vessel was sunk in 
Havana harbor, Merritt was from Red 
Oak. Secretary Gage and Postmaster 
General v\ llsou also spoke. 
Bv far the largest and most vocifer­ 
ous crowd gathered at Creston, la. 
The population is only a little more than 
7.OOO, but excursion tram s Had brought 
in many from neighboring points aud 
the result was a mass of humanity esti­ 
mated ut 12,000. 
The president said in 
part: 
"I do not know a period of our his­ 
tory when the country enjoyed more 
real and substantial prosperity than it 
does today. The job hunts the man 
now, not the man the job, and where 
that condition exists labor is always 
bitter rewarded. In everyone of the 
great industries of the country we are 
leeliiig a degree of prosperity which 
gives ii w hope to all our people. 
Not 
only are the people reasonably prosper­ 
ous, but the government in which yon 
are all interested is alike prosperous. 
We have had no bad luck lately (great 
applause) our financial condition was 
never better than it is now.” 
Farther along in his speech he said. 
“ M y F e l l o w 
C it iz e n s— I w ant to 
leave one other thought with you, and 
that is that we have been united and 
therefore strong aud invincible in war. 
W e must continue united until the end 
of this struggle. 
We must have no 
differences among ourselves while we 
are settling differences with somebody 
else, aud when we have made that set­ 
tlement in the interest of justice aud 
civilization and humanity we can re­ 
sume our domestic differences, if we 
want to.” 
At Burlington the president was taken 
in a carriage through the bnlliautly 
lighted streets and for about 20 blocks 
was kept busy lifting his hat in response 
to the wild cheers of the citizens of 
Burlington. 
He had a hard time get­ 
ting back to the car through the crowd. 
At Galesburg, Ills., the president 
faced about 6, OOOipeople. On the platform 
with him stood Major General Shafter, 
who was the orator at Galesburg^ 
peace jubilee. 
At Chariton, la., the president’s re­ 
marks were particularly 
significant. 
He said in part: 
“ We have the people 
of Hawaii that came to us free and in­ 
dependent and asked to be annexed to 
the United States. 
And, my fellow 
citizens, wherever our flag floats, wher­ 
ever we raise that standard of liberty, 
it is always for the sake of humanity 
aud the advancement of civilization, 
territory some times comes to us when 
we go to war in a holy cause, and w hen­ 
ever it does, the banner of liberty will 
float o\er it and bring, I trust, blessings 
and benettle to all of the people.” 
T ile north western party, that of Gen­ 
eral Miles, went from Omaha to Chi­ 
cago.

The train weut south and, 
by a clever ruse, succeeded in passing 
through Virden quietly aud without in­ 
terference. 
A big crowd of miners was 
at the station, but the militia held them 
in check. 
When the train stopped at the stock­ 
ade Captain Eevier, who was in com­ 
mand, then shouted: 
“Don't allow 
any one to disembark from that train.” 
The gate was opened and a file of sol­ 
diers rushed out on the double quick 
with fixed bayonets and lined up along­ 
side of the train. 
General Manager 
Lukens requested, then demanded that 
their employes tie allowed to iand and 
enter the stockade. The officer replied 
that he was under orders from Gov­ 
ernor Tanner to prevent the disembark­ 
ing of any negro miners at the works 
and he would have to carry out those 
instructions. 
The train pulled out, 
headed south. 
By this time the advance guard of 
strikers gathered at the depot had ad­ 
vanced up the track to within IOO yards 
of the stockade. The presence of the 
armed bluecoats in the lookout boxes 
evidently halted them, as they re­ 
mained "there until the train passed, 
when they greeted it with waving hats

TANYARD SEWER CAN BE BUILT 


T h* R esult of tho A greem ent W ith th e 
P ennsylvania Com pany Com** From Its 
R epresentative—Th* Paper* H ave Been 
Sent to Lisbon. 


The work of completing the Tanyard 
mn sewer in Eighth street will be com­ 
menced in a few days. 
Solicitor McGarry yesterday received 
word from Attorney Boyle, of the Penn­ 
sylvania company, informing him that 
the injunction held by the company 
against the city woald be lifted, and the 
journal entry settling the case had been 
forwarded to Lisbon. 
The company 
will also pay the costs of the suit. 
This action is the result of a proposi­ 
tion made to council by the company to 
pay $5,800 toward building a storm 
water sewer from Avondale street to 
May street. The council accepted the 
proposition and had it spread on the 
minutes, and the company are simply 
living ap to their agreement. 
Over a year ago when the heavy rains 
occurred and the Eighth street sewer 
was washed oat, council determined to 
lengthen it several feet. The contractor 
began to build from both ends, en­ 
croaching on the property of the rail­ 
road company in so doing. When the 
contractor was almost ready to connect 
the culvert the injunction was granted, 
and it has sinoe remained in that condi­ 
tion. The rains of this year have dam­ 
aged the ends of the culvert somewhat, 
and some of the work will have to be 
repaired, but it will not be expensive. 
The contractors will be notified of the 
present state of affairs and the culvert 
will be completed as soon as possible. 
The widening of Eighth street has also 
been held baok by the injunction, and 
this work will be proceeded with just as 
soon as the culvert can be completed.

W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 14.—After devot­ 
ing some time to hearing the testimony 
of Lr. Jeff. u chief surgeon of the 
l'hurd army corps, stationed at Camp 
Thomas, the war investigating commis­ 
sion heard the reading of papers sub­ 
mitted by Secretary Alger with his 
statement concerning the conduct of 
the war.

T h o m a s, the war investigating commis­ 
sion heard the reading of papers sub­ 
mitted by Secretary Alger with his 
statement concerning the conduct of 
che w ar.

Before leaving Omaha he made a 
brief speech to the crowd. 
He also spoke across the river at Coun­ 
cil Bluffs. 
As the train 
proceeded 
eastward 
through Iowa the throngs of people 
seemed to increase at every point. 
At 
some points after he had finished speak­ 
ing Mr- McKinley presented to the peo­ 
ple the members of the cabinet who are 
with him,and the cheers for Secretaries 
Bliss, Cage aud Wilson and Postmaster 
General Smith were almost as hearty 
as those given for the president. 
At 
Hastings three little girls presented 
him with flowers. 
He shook hands 
w ith some of the people. 
Before the 
train started, reaching far out over the 
railing, he took the outstretcned hand 
of a lady who must have been 75 years 
old. 
She said to him: “ Mr. President, 
this is the happiest moment of my 
life.” 
The remarks of President McKinley 
at Hastings were as follows: 
“ My F e l ix ) w C i t i z e n s— It has given 
me great pleasure as I have journeyed 
throught this glorious state to observe 
evidences both of patriotism and of 
prosperity. 
We 
have pretty much 
everything in this country to make it 
happy. 
We have good money, we have 
ample revenues, we have unquestioned 
national credit, but what we want is 
new markets, and as trade follows the 
flag, it looks very much as if w% were 
going to have new m arkets.”

At Burlington the president was taken 
in a carnage through the brilliantly 
lighted streets and for about 20 blocks 
was kept busy lifting his hat in response 
to tile wild cheers of the citizens of 
Burlington. 
He had a hard time get­ 
ting buck to the car through the crowd. 
At Galesburg, Ills., the president 
faced about O.OOOipeople. On the platform 
with him stood Major Gent rat Shafter, 
who was the orator at Galesburg's 
peace jubilee. 
At Chariton, la., the president's re­ 
marks were particularly 
significant. 
Ile said in part: 
“ We have the people 
of Hawaii that came to us free and in­ 
dependent aud asked to be annexed to 
the United States. 
And, my fellow 
citizens, wherever our flag floats, wher­ 
ever we raise that standard of liberty, 
it is always for the sake of humanity 
and the advancement of civilization, 
territory some times comes to us when 
we go to war in a holy cause, aud when 
ever it does, the banner of liberty will 
float over it aud bring, I trust, blessings 
and benefits to all of the people.” 
The north western party, that of Gen­ 
eral Allies, went from Omaha to Chi­ 
cago.

JuJiuw Caesar was assassinated when 
Ic had almost completed the task of 
tonsolidating tho administration and 
ilorniuiou of the Roman empire, and his 
death opened the way to that despotism 
and corruption which ultimately undid 
his work. Henry of Navarro was killed 
when he had almost healed the el'flor­ 
ences between Catholic and Protestant, 
which 
subsequently rent 
not 
only 
France, but Europe, and William the 
Silent also fell when he was on the 
point of uniting the Netherland prov­ 
inces into a compact barrier against the 
encroachments of Spain. 
In English history Lord Clive died at 
the moment when he was the one man 
who could have saved the American 
colonies and kept the Anglo-Saxon race 
united, bot there is the case of Mira- 
beau. 
He was literally the one man in 
France who could have averted the hor­ 
rors of the revolution, saved and rej 
formed the monarchy and so spared Eu­ 
rope the murderous career of Napoleon 
and all the devastation it brought. 
If 
he had lived ten or even five years 
longer, the history not only of France, 
but of Europe and the world, would 
have been different.

LISBON, Oct. 1 4 .—(Special)—The jury 


in the case of Hon. David Boyce against 
e Gros8hans, decided late last night 
that they could not agree on a verdict. 
The case will be re-tried. 
F. E. Grosshans was the first witness 
called for the defense. 
He said that 
March 26, 1897, Alex Stevenson brought 
the deed of J. W. Bryan to his office, 
and wanted to borrow $200 on a lot on 
Thompson Hill. 
Grosshans looked at 
the lot, and believed it to be worth $800. 
The mortgage and note were written 
out, and Stevenson took them to West 
Virginia to have them signed by the 
Bryans. Tom Stevenson, father of Alex, 
returned in a few days with note and 
mortgage, and said Alex was sick with 
measles, and that he (Alex) wanted the 
money on a mortgage, that he had 
advanced by check for the amount. 
Mr. 
Grosshans then took the note and mort­ 
gage to Mr. Boyce who asked about 
Bryan. 
The witness replied that he did 
not know him as he was representing 
Stevenson. 
All he knew was 
what 
Stevenson had told him, but he had ex­ 
amined Bryan’s title to the property and 
thought it all right. 
H. E. Grosshans was next, and said 
Tom Stevenson had been in the office 
three times when F. E. Grosshans was 
out, and on one occasion said he had the 
Bryan note and mortgage. 
He was 
present when Thomas gave F. E. Gross­ 
hans the papers. 
Joseph Chapman testified that he was 
present when the papers were brought 
to the office by Thomas Stevenson, and 
heard Stevenson say it was the Bryan 
note and mortgage. 
F. E. Grosshans was recalled, and 


sa id Mr. Boyce came to him in July, 
saying he was afraid the note and mort­ 
gage were not genuine. 
W itness then 
compared the signatures on note and 
mortgage with the signature of Brvan 
on the land contract bv which he had 
purchased the lot. 
The evidence was in at 8 o’clock, aud 
Judge Moore for the the plaintiff, and 
Judge Young and Attorney Loues for 
the defendant, occupied an hour and a 
half in pleading. 
Judge Taylor in giv­ 
ing his charge with other things said : 
““•‘The jury must determine were the 
signatures forgeries. Second, was the de­ 
fendant, Grosshans, the agent of Steven­ 
son,and did he disclose that agency to the 
plaintiff, or was the transaction of such 
a nature that the plaintiff should have 
known him to be an agent? If Gross­ 
hans was an agent and his agency was 
disclosed the plaintiff cannot recover. 
It was not necessary for Grosshans to 
say, 'I am the agent of Stevenson.’ ” 
The jury retired at 4 :80 o’clock to 
consider the case, and were released for 
supper. 
Then they returned and were 
to stay there until they reached a de­ 
cision. 
The jury were out several hours. For 
a time the vote was six to six, when 
one went over to the defendant, mukiug 
it seveu to five.

The work of completing the Tanyard 
ran sewer in Eighth street will be com­ 
menced in a few days. 
Solicitor McGarry yesterday received 
word from Attorney Boyle, of the Penn­ 
sylvania company, informing him that 
the injunction held by the company 
against the city would be lifted, and the 
journal entry settling the case had been 
forwarded to Lisbon. 
The company 
will also pay the costs of the suit. 
This action is the result of a proposi­ 
tion made to council by the company to 
pay $5,800 toward building a 
storm 
water sewer from Avondale street to 
May street. The council accepted the 
proposition and had it spread on the 
minutes, and the company are simply 
living up to their agreement. 
Over a year ago when the heavy rains 
occurred and the Eighth street sewer 
was washed out, council determined to 
lengthen it several feet. The contractor 
began to build from both ends, en­ 
croaching on the property of the rail­ 
road company iii so doing. 
When the 
contractor was almost ready to connect 
the culvert the injunction was granted, 
and it has sinoe remained in that condi­ 
tion. The rains of this year have dam­ 
aged the ends of the culvert somewhat, 
and some of the work will have to be 
repaired, but it will not be expensive. 
The contractors will be notified of the 
present state of affairs and the culvert 
will be completed as soon as possible. 
The widening of Eighth street has also 
been held back by the injunction, and 
this work will be proceeded with just as 
soon as the culvert can be completed.
